Kock Cut .Monday two coal trains from 
Syracuse had arrived at the station and 
Imd tjeon run in on a switch on the north 
side of the main track. The engineer of 
the first train that, went in on the switch 
stood well up toward the east end of the 
side truck. Engineer James Doyle of the 
coal train was iu the. cab of his engine 
wailing for thti express to pass. Michael 
I'iern.'ty, a bruki'man, was also in the cab 
cleaning liis lantern. The second coal 
train wns behind Doyle's and about sev- 
enty feet from the caboose of the forward 
train.
